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That Federal Dam Craze 

It Is no secret that certain people in government, 
as 'well as out of it, are eager to build high-priced 
federal dams on practically every river In the coun- 
try, The usual argument is that this is needed In 
the sacrosanct names of flood control and land con- 
servation—though, In many cases, 'the main goal is a 
tax-subsidized, tax-free electric power plant which 
would advance the cause of socialism another step. 

In any event, the citizens of Franklin County, 
Idaho, Tccently gave a practical demonstration of the 
wastefulness of the "federal dam craze" — and they 
deserve the unstinted praise of every taxpayer in the 
country and all who believe —that local problems 
should be solved by local action whenever possible. 

A river had been washing away great quantities 
of Irreplaceable Franklin County ■ top-soil. Federal 
"experts" come In, spent some $30,000 on a survey, 
and announced that, the solution lay' in a $500,000 
dam, — 

This seemed absurd to Franklin County people. 
They hired an engineer and developed plans for 
financing the dam locally, and using local materials 
and labor. Individuals made donations running from 
cne dollar to $200. Merchants, dairies, farm im- 
plement dealers, a power company, a railroad, and 
other ■ businesses contributed. The dam was built — 
at a cost of less than $40,000, which was only about 
$9,945 more than the federal "experts" has spent on 
a preliminary estimate, and only eight per cent of 
what the federal dam would have cost. 

Keep that in mind when you hear the "build 
federal dams everywhere" crowd talking.

YOUR FARM PROBLEM 

By Eira Taft Benson 

Secretory of Agriculture 
• This '.nation has a serious farm 
problem. £ 

It does not affect agriculture 
alone. It Is everybody's problem. 

Today your government has ap- 
proximately $5 r ' billion of your 
money' Invested in farm' "commodi- 
ties. 

You own outright more than $29 
billions worth of wheat, corn, cot- 
ton and, other, surplus farm prod- 
ucts, > You have outstanding loons 
on agricultural commodities totaling 
about the same amount, This fig- 
ure Is growing dally.' 

You arc paying more than 114 
millions each month Just to store 
those surpluses. This bill is grow- 
ing, too, as additional inventories 
are accumulated by your govern- 
ments ' . ;,,_..' 
"*The losses which your govern- 
ment sustained In disposing of just 
a small portion -of your holdings 
during the first three months of 
this' fiscal year" amounted . to 447 
millions. . •; i • *? ' '■ 

But, • you I ask, '■ don't ' we have a 
farm program designed, to Insure 
agricultural • prosperity and prevent 
the very situation we find ourselves 
In today? ; 

■ The answer h that wc are oper- 
ating under the same farm program 
we had last year and. for several 
previous years. 'Actually we have 
strengthened It in several important 
respects 'to permit farmers to take 
broader 'advantage of its provisions. 
Existing legislation ' binds .. us to a 
continuation of i price .supports at 
BO per cent of parity ori" basic com- 
modities through the 1954 crop year. 

Nevertheless, farm prices have 
declined steadily from .the record 
peaks established under the impetus 
of the, Korean ' war In February, 
1651. During, the 12 months im- 
mediately before I became Secre- 
tary of Agriculture," the farnv price 
ratio 'slid from 113 to 95 per cent. 
Since February of this year, prices 
have been more stable than In 1952, 
averaging about 93 per cent of 
parity. 

This story of declining form In- 
come and mounting agricultural 
surpluses Is ■ the best evidence that 
our present program Is not func- 
tioning effectively.' 

For more than a decade, our far- 
mers have been producing under 
pressure. To meet the. war-time 
needs of ourselves and our allies, 
they turned out record amounts of 
food -and fiber between -1941 and 
1940. With' the end "of the second 
World War, they were asked to 
provide the commodities required 
in the rehabilitation of Europe' and 
other sections of the earth., Then 
came the' Korean war; with new and 
heavy demands" for farm goods of 
all kinds. ' l_ 

Suddenly this /situation . was rad- 
ically altered. World food^produc- 
tion had been climbing' since 1946, 
By 1952 this was exerting strong 
pressure in the market places. Our 
wheat exports dropped by one- 
third in a single year, cotton by 
even more. Not- only had import- 
ing nations increased * their own 
production, but they found that 
they could .supply' their reduced 
needs at lower prices from export- 
ing countries which had no farm 
price support . programs. 

Just as many • American con- 
sumers have turned from butter to 
less expensive spreads, so have 
other nations - sought cheaper 
wheat, cotton and other products.. 

We have learned through some- 
times bitter experience that when 
the farmer: U 1 In trouble, there to 
likely -to-be trouble ahead for 
everybody. This * year, net farm- 
income is expected to' be nearly $1 
billion less than it was in 1052, And 
In ,1953 it was more .than $1 fblK 
lion below the preceding /.year. 
While farm income hat been drop- 
ping, our total national- Income hot 
actually increased. , 

'.This," disparity^ cannot continue 
in ah economy such as ours. When 
the farmer can't . buy the products 
of industry, there are certain to be 
serious dislocations, 

Hpw we got into this situation it 
not as 'important, at the. moment, 
as what we propose to do about it. 
I have outlined here some of .the 
major, problems . facing agriculture, 
In a subsequent article, I should 
like to discuss some of; the' possible 
solutions.

. Of' all the condition*, affecting the 
human' be lng t the 'common "- cold is 
undoubtedly the one evoking the 
greatest number of remedies which 
vary, from common sense to non- 
sense in nature. Yet, despite these 
various, 'claims, the still most ac- 
cepted method of" caring' lor the 
common cold is bedrcstr the Educa- 
tional committee of the. Illinois 
State Medical Society points out 
In Health Talk. 

Just why some people fire more 
susceptible to the common cold than 
others is not known. In fact it was 
only in recent years that the cause 
of the common cold, namely a fil- 
terable virus, ,,was, suspected. ' The 
condition takes Its name from the 
fact that no one seems to .be .Im- 
mune from it, On the average, a 
person is estimated to have at least 
two colds a year, Since the aver- 
age duration of a cold is about five 
days, one can estimate the eco- 
nomic factors in .loss of time at 
work, reduced efficiency and ac- 
companying debility. 

Until the specific virus is deter- 
mined, a specific cure", or -preventa- 
tive cannot be established, -While 
some of the newer antibiotic and 
antihistamine drugs have alleviat- 
ed or abated the symptom's of the 
common cold, they are. not com- 
pletely effective. Once the medica- 
tion la withdrawn, the cold some- 
times reappears. 

Because the common cold mani- 
fests Itself differently, researchers 
are Inclined to suspect there are 
many types of colds, all of which 
attack " the* respiratory tract with 
similar symptoms . but in varying 
degrees of intensity." In some per- 
sons, a sore throat Is a fore-runner 
of a cold, while In others the con- 
dition appears suddenly with at- 
tacks of sneezing, chills and bead- 
ache. In some, persons, the cold Is 
accompanied with aches and pains 
generally throughout the body. The 
muscles are sore and there is a dis- 
tinct feeling of lethargy which per- 
sists for days after the acute symp- 
toms have disappeared. 

In the acute and severe bouts, 
the victim's eyes tear considerably 
and the eyelids become red and 
swollen. Nasal secretions are pro- 
fuse. In very susceptible persona, 
coughing is an added misery, often 
producing an intense soreness in 
the chest and abdominal muscles 
and resulting, frequently, in nausea, 
Because ot the inflammation 
throughout the entire respiratory 
tract, it is no wonder that very 
susceptible persons develop a se- 
vere laryngitis with its accompany- 
ing hoarseness. 

The person with the common cold 
is in a state of misery. The sense 
of taste becomes less acute and the 
discomfort is heightened by a loss 
of appetite. 

Strangely enough the common 
cold is not a seasonable affair, 
although the condition is more ram- 
pant during the winter months. 
Severe colds do occur in the spring, 
summer and fall. As yet there is 
no 1 positive evidence to point to the 
exposure to drafts as a' source of 
colds, although many persons can 
trace the beginning of a cold to such 
an occurence. Just why some per- 
sons develop a cold when exposed 
to chilling or dampness and others 
do not is not known. 

If a cold develops, the best treat- 
ment is bedrest. Because the con- 
dition is so communicable, it is 
wise to isolate oneself to obviate 
its spread. Then too bedrest en- 
ables one to keep warm which is 
essential in the care of the com- 
mon cold, and forestalls the. de- 
velopment, of complications such as 
pneumonia and pleurisy. The diet 
should include plenty of fluids and 
fruit juices. 

Medications are available to alle- 
viate the symptoms. These * pro- 
duce temporary; relief only and 
should be left to the discretion of 
the physician.

Millburn Masonic lodge No. 127,. 
an organization that was chartered 
and flourished in An If och for -six- 
teen .years before It moved , to its 
present location, will build a new 
temple next summer, 
, Flans are nenririg completion and 
work will be started in March for. 
the new home of the. Masonic 
group that this year completed Its 
(first century of existence'. 

Situated at the rear of 'the. pres- 
ent . site on Rte. 45, the new two- 
atory building BO x .40 feet in size 
Will be constructed of brick veneer. 
The lodge room will; be 40 x 00 in 
size and the lower floor will 'house 
the dining room capable of seating 
300 persons, a, kitchen, a woman's 
lounge, and a men's' lounge. 

The new. temple will be the result 
of many years of planning in which 
dinners have been 'given and other 
projects undertaken to raise money 
for the. building fund. Women of 
the Eastern Star have shared In this 
fund raising and will share the use 
of the building. 

Construction of the new tem- 
ple marks the first year of a hew 
century for Mlllburn lodge which 
recently celebrated in a quiet way 
its 100th anniversary. ' Mlllburn 
lodge No. 127, Ancient Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons was organized— not 
In- Millburn— but In Antloch Oct. 
3, 1853. 

Formed in Antloch 

Located In Antioch.for the first 
16. years, the organization moved to 
Millburn on April 6, I860, and was 
granted its request for the perman- 
ent location there by the-: Grand 
Lodge on Oct. 28 of that year, , 

Desire for a lodge in their home 
community caused Antloch mem- 
bers to petition for a charter arid on 
Aug. 4, 1892 .a petition was pre- 
sented to the Grand Lodge which 
sanctioned the establishment of 
what now is 'known as Sequoit 
Lodge NO. 827, Antloch, on Sept. 1. 

A history of Millburn Lodpe com- 
plied by the centennial committee 
reveals some interesting problems- 
in the life of the Millburn organiza- 
tion. ' 

i For instance, on Aug. 29, 1881 
when the war between the States 
' was brewing, one of the members of 
the lodge proposed to build a hall 
suitable for Masonic purposes and 
give the lodge a 10-year lease if it 
would advance him $100. > 
- The plan was thought •impracti- 
cal and the lodge continued to re- 
main at the same location paying 
47.50 for rent from May -1- to Nov. 1. 
/At that time there were 30 mem- 
bers of the lodge. 

w A Bible presented to .the lodge on 
Oct. 11, 1883, the 10th- birthday, was 
used untll.lt was replaced in 1951. 

The next housing problem for the 
lodge was settled . in a different 
fashion at Millburn. 

Annual. Rent 930 

It rented the Hughes hall on Feb. 
3, 1887 for $30 a year, and on Sept. 
* 1 of that year a committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the purchase 
of the building known as the Strang 
store, a sturdy structure 30 x 60 feet 
in size for $850. 

When the committee did not re-" 
port, the lodge discharged it, and a 
motion was made and passed that 
the store building be purchased as 
a meeting place. On Jan. 1, 1888 
the building and lot. were paid for 
and the annual dues raised to $1.50 
a year. 

Plans to repair and enlarge the 
hall were started Aug. 23, 1800, and 
in 1901 an addition was built to the 
west end of the building. Another 
addition was built to the west end 
in ' 1906, and in -this same year a 
carpet that is still in use today was 
purchased for $64.93. 

Also still In use is a desk pur- 
chased jointly by the lodge and the 
Order of the Eastern Star in Febru- 
ary 1908. 

Make Improvements 

The Masons were, operative as 
well as speculative r in those day*. 
The lodge put in a sidewalk on the 
1 north* and east sides bf the building 
at a cost of $19.20, which included 
$1.50 paid a i man for digging 'the 
trench for the walks. 

At the start of 1913 the lodge had 
78 members,. ;
